Whereas by section 5 of the “ Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867," 
it is provided that it should be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant with the 
advice of the Privy Council in Ireland, to order that Records belonging 
to Her Majesty deposited in any office, court, place, or custody in 
Ireland other than is thereinbefore mentioned should be thenceforth 
under the charge and superintendence of the Master of the Rolls ; 
and thereupon the provisions of that Act should extend to all such 
Records, and to the persons then having the charge or custody of the 
same, as fully as if such office, court, place, or custody had been 
named and included in that Act. And, whereas, it has been represented 
unto Us by the Deputy Keeper of the Records that there are at pre- 
sent deposited in the Office of the Clerk of the Crown and Peace for 
the County of Kildare, in the Courthouse at Naas, in the County of 
Kildare, Records belonging to Her Majesty which have accumulated 
since the year 1798; and that the said office does not afford due 
accommodation for the same, or for their proper arrangement and 
safe preservation, and that consequently the said Records are liable 
to suffer damage and loss. And, whereas, it appears to Us necessary 
and desirable to provide for the safe custody and proper arrange- 
ment of the aforesaid Records, and of other similar Records which may 
be from time to time deposited in the said Office of the Clerk of 
the Crown and Peace for the County of Kildare. Now We, Charles 
Stewart, Marquess of Londonderry, the Lord Lieutenant-General and 
General Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice of the Privy 
Council in Ireland, in pursuance of the powers vested in Us as 
aforesaid, do hereby order that all Records, as defined by section 
3 of the aforesaid Act, belonging to Her Majesty, and which 
have been for over twenty years deposited in the Office of the Clerk 
of the Crown and Peace for the County of Kildare, shall he hence- 
forth under the charge and superintendence of the Master of the 
Rolls : and we do hereby further, by and with the advice aforesaid,

On 20th July, 1636, Sir Adam Loftus, Cane., and Sir Christopher 
Wandesforde, Lords Justices, inform the President of Munster that the 
Turkish Fleet of eight ships had within these twelve days surprised 
some ships in the harbour of Bristol, and taken prisoners 200 men. 
And that the Turks had forty ships divided into squadrons of eight 
or ten dispersed into different parts. Signed at the head as above, and 
at foot by the following of the Council; — Ld.

In May, 1632, the Lords Justices inform the Privy Council of a 
Biscay-ner pirate at the mouth of the Harbour, as it were in their very 
faces, who had chased two merchant ships. They impute it to the deiay 
of the Commanders of the two King’s pinnaces, the Fifth and Ninth 
Lion’s Whelps, who linger over in England. And they have no hopes 
until the ships are in the hands of those resident in Ireland, when it 
would be otherwise. ttt> PP- 56—59. 

On 24th July, 1632, Lord Chancellor Loftus and Richard Earl of 
Cork, Lords Justices, inform the Council at White Hall, that no sooner 
had the Biscay-ner departed than Nutt (who seems to have been a notori- 
ous pirate) took His place, by reason of the absence of the two pinnaces 
appointed to guard these coasts. Nutt last night chased two barques with 
passengers, who being near Howth Head thought to escape to land, but 
he reached them with his shot, and made prisoners of them in view of 
our very good lord the Lord Baron of plowth, and divers ethers, who also 
saw seventeen boat loads of plunder brought to Nutt’s ship. Dated, 
Castle of Dublin, 23rd July, 1632, (and signed) Adam Loftus, Chan- 
cellor, and Richard Earl of Cox-k. tt> PP- 64-66. 

In 1638, hi Wentworth’s time, there is a letter of the Lord Deputy 
and Council, that the ship called the Zutphen, of Amsterdam, lately at 
Killybegs, broke bulk there contrary to law, endeavoured to bribe the 
Customs Officer, sold much merchandise there, broke into houses and 
took what they would at their own prices, and threatened to bum the 
town, and so terrified the Lady Coatch (Coac-h) and Mrs. Hamilton, 
both dwelling near Killybegs, that Lady Coatch in her terror crossed 
the mountains barefoot, and Mrs. Hamilton was so terrified that she 
miscarried of a child, and was in clanger of her life. Dated, 20th 
January, 1637-8. (Signed), at head, Wentworth. At foot, R. Dillon, 
Wm. Parsons, Chr r . Wandesforde, Geo. Radcliff. (p. 282).

The Kilkenny Confederate Records. 

The Books of the Kilkenny Confederation are only a fragment of 
the great body of records and papers of that celebrated body seized by 
Colonel Solomon Richards, in or about the month of February, 1654. 

On 20 th February in that year he was dirfeeted to make inquiry after 
all the records, books, papers, &c., of the late General Assembly of the 
Confederate Catholics in Ireland, and of all Courts established by them, 
and to send such as he could collect, by some trusty officer from garrison 
to garrison, to the Commissioners of the Commonwealth at Dublin (j*, 
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<50 5 The Records thus seized were duly transmitted. They comprised 
ail the nominations -and appointments to the various public offices 
created by the Confederate Catholics; but of aR these valuable records 
the accompanying books of public accounts only remain. During th 
Cromwellian era they were used at the Court of Transplantation (called 
the Court of Claims and Qualifications of the Irish) at AtUone.

Then follows tho petition of Thomas Preston, third Viscount Tara, 
and of his aunt, Miss Mary Warren, daughter of Anthony Warren, o£ 
the King’s County. Tho grandfather, General Thomas Preston, second 
son of Christopher, fourth Viscount Gormanston, was made General in 
command of the Leinster forces of tho Confederate Catholics from 1642 
to 1650, and was created by King Charles II. Viscount Tara by patent 
dated at Ennis in 1G50. 

He retired in 1G50 to France, and was ordered by the King of 
France to command some French forces in Catalonia. He died in 1054, 
and was succeeded by Antony, second Viscount Tara. After his father's 
death Antony, Lord Tara, retired to Bruges, and must there have died, 
leaving his widow, Lady Tara, surviving, and his son Thomas, third 
Viscount, a minor. 

At tho Restoration (as appears by the “ ooppio of a letter writt with 
the King’s owne hand,” in tho Carte collection) the King addressed the 
following to tho Earl of Orrery, one of the Lords Justices : —

Calendar to Christ Church Deeds. 

Tlio following Calendar is portion of one, made under instructions from the 
late Deputy Keeper of the Records in I8S3,totha Original Bulls, Grants 
Deeds, Lenses, and other documents transferred to the Public Record Office 
from Christ Church Cathedral in 1872. It comprises the documents, both 
numbered and unnumbered, entered in the three volumes of the “ Novum 
Kogistrum,” now in the custody of the Dean and Chapter of Christ Church. 
Of these documents, Nos. 9, 11, 12, 13, 28, 45, 61, 81% 91, 218, 283, 35111 , 355 ' 
372, 374, 375, 37C, 377, 378, and 379 were not transferred, and are calendared 
from the copies extant in the 11 Novum Kogistrum." Except those cases noted 
at foot as being in French or English the original documents are in Latin. It 
is difficult to ascertain the exact dates of many. The probable dates given by 
l)r. Lyon in the "Novum llegistrum,” have been adhered to, save wfore it is 
plain that a mistake has occurred. 

'1 he numbers prefixed to each article and enclosed thus ( ), arc those found 
on the originals and on the copies in Novum llegistrum. The preceding 
current numbers are added for reference.

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The Dean and Chapter, through Sir J. Wogan, the justiciary, com- 
pelled the Prior to agree to the compromise directed by R[ichard de 
Ferings], the Archbishop, 2 March, 1300, to the following effect : — 

That the ordinance of Pope Nicholas stand firm ; the consecration 
and entlironisation of Archbishops to take place in Holy Trinity as the 
Mother Church ; that S. Patrick’s be called Cathedral, though admitting 
the precedence of the other; the cross, mitre, and ring of deceased 
archbishops to belong to Holy Trinity, and their bodies to be buried there 
unless willed otherwise ; the consecration of chrism and oil to belong to 
Holy Trinity, and its chapter to have equal power in rural churches 
during vacancy of the see. 

The Convent of Holy Trinity having refused to seal this ordinance or 
revoke their appeal, the prior (Adam de Balscham) deposed the sub- 
prior, seneschal, sacrist, and precentor, and instituted brother Philip de 
Braybrok as sacrist. The Convent revoke the institution.

Finally the vicar-general, having found the prior’s accounts unsatis- 
factory, deprived him of his ofilce for simony, and excommunicated 
him; restored the brethren, relieved them from the excommunica- 
tion of the prior, and appointed officers during vacancy of the prior.
